I like to make 
paths a bit easier, or to straight- 
en the roads, to build bridges, and 
to eliminate some of the sharp 
curves that mean death. 

Our life maps should lead us 
to recheck our lives and to note 
our mistakes and to build our 
bridges anew, and to eliminate 
dangers. We can paint out the 
unknown and place new mames on 
across whole sections of our lives. 
It will be well for ug to remem- 
ber that we are making maps 
every day of our lives, and that 
people will read them for direc- 
tions or for mistakes.

This brought Britain’s Valen- 
tine Lawford to his feet with the 
assertion that the Russian’s 
speech was “junk’’. Lawford said 
it was deplorable that U. N: del- 
egates should be subjejet ta. such 
tirades day after.day. The Unit- 
ed. States and Australia joined in 
eo the Soviet representa- 

ve.

$66,821,841,079, the House Ways 
and Means committee was told by 
Herbert U. Nelson, executive vice- 
president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards. 
Nelson was testifying in sup- 
port of the Knutson tax bill’s pro- 
| vision to allow home owners to 
deduct for depreciation of their 
homes when filing income tax re- 
turns. 

He said his figures for the num- 
jber of owner-occupied dwellings 
were based on findings of the 
Census Bureau, the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the NHA. He 
divided them into 17,244,823 non- 
farm homes and 4,500,000 farm 
dwellings. 

“We assume from all exist- 
ing data,” he said, “that in 1947 
the average owner-occupied 
home is 27 years old. 

“We assume an average of 
33 years remaining economic 
life to make a total of 60 years 
allowed by the Treasury. 

“The annual write-off permis- 
| sible to 21,740,000 families would 
be three percent of 66 million dol- 
|lars or about two billion dollars. 
“The average home owner’s tax 
paying obligation for purposes of 
this memorandum is calculated at 
25 percent of his income.
